LONDON, Sept. 26.—Sir Thomas 
Lipton, aithounti bitterly . disap- 
pointed at the failure of the New 
York Yacht Club to accept his re- 
cent challenge, today authorized 
the Associated Press to announce 
that he is prepared to chailenge 
With a %-foot boat, under the New 
York Yacht Club rules.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Sir 
Lipton’s latest challenge for a race for 
the America’s cup was officially re- 
ceived at a meeting of the New York 
Yacht Club last night and was rejected 
It is the first time such action has 
ever beon taken since the trophy was 
won in English waters in 1851, and it 
means, according to the opinion of mem- 
bers who do not approve it, -that there 
will néver be another challenge for the’ 
cup. 
Two.years ago the New York Yacht 
Club adopted a new rule governing the 
construction of racing yachts. It pro- 
vides for more “‘wholesome”’ craft and | 
if 80 worded as not in any way to con- 
flict with the last deed of gift under 


which the America’s cup was taken over | 


from thé late George L. Schuyler in 
1883. 

Under this latest reguiation sir Thom- 
as Lipton challenged, and in effect, he 
is informed that his company is no 
longer: desirable. In fact, he is told that 
he may send over a boat conforming to 
the néw rule of measurement of the 
New York Yacht Club if he desires, and 
that, under the letter, but not the spirit 
of the deed of gift, he will be opposed 
With 4 freak upon which the club has 
put a. ban. 

Everything Was Cut and Dried. 

The steam yacht man, headed by ex- 
Com pre.. Louis Case Ledyard and 
J. Pi rpont. Morgan, simply carried ey- 
erything beforé them, and more than 
ene member is responsible for the state- 
ment ‘that the owners of sailing yacits. 
when they saw that everything was cnt 
and dried, declined to take any but a 
passive part in the meeting. Under the 
rules, when voting on challenges, the 
names of yachts are called and their 
owners answer. Steam vessels are cailed 
first.

Four years ago they were in the minor- 
ity.

WHOLE WARD IN PITTSBURS 





Beard of Health Has Appealed to 
Scientist. io Learn How They 
Got There. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 26.—The Thir- 
teenth Ward of this city is overrun with 
snails. four inches long, which have 
become such an anpoyance to the citi- 
zens that they have Fpreaied to Dr. J. F. 
Edwards, superintendent of ithe Board 
of Health, and he is trying to figure out 
how to get rid of them. 

The snails are what is known as the 
hog-faced variety, and are natives of 
China. Just how thev got to Pitts- 
burg in such large numbers is some- 
thing that Dr. Edwards cannot figure 
out, and he has appealed to Dr. W. J. 
Holland, the scientist, for information.

Kings’”’ of St. Charles, Mo., had so queer 
a way of paying for household services 
that several persons who worked for 
Avap have threatened to go into court 
\to try to break the will by which he 
‘left all of his property to Bernard L. 
Buschmann, a druggist. 

For six years Koene was waited upen 
and cared for. His meals were cooked 
for him and his house was kept in 
order. For all this he paid nothing. 

His form of contract for services was 
verbal. Those who served him took 
their chances on being remembered in 
his will. 

Employes Took Chances. 

“You work for me,” he would say. 
“If I like you and you stay with me till 
I die, I’ll leave you all my property, | 
my two houses and my 9% feet of gar- 
den. It’s all worth $3000. If you quit 
or i discharge you you don’t get any- 
thing.’’ 

Koene, a queer old man of 70, com- 
menced to apply this system when his 
brother, Herman, died 6 years ago. A 
year before that his only other brother, 
John, died. 

The three were noted characters in 
St. Charles. They inherited property 
from their father, and it was their 
boast that they had never worked. Unti! 
age crept upon them and soured their 
dispositions, they were widely known for 
their good nature and love of fun. This 
earned them their joint title, “The 
Three Jolly Kings.” 

They were Rip Van Winkle, Nick Ved- 
der and Yakob Stine in real life, 

Paid With Smiles, 

They had a way of obtaining the 
goed things of life and paying for them 
with smiles or jokes or stories. 

None of the trio ever did a more 
characteristic thing than did Henry, 
last of the House of Jolly Kings, when 
he had men and women running hither 
and thither at his beck and call and 
serving him, in the ‘hope that they 
would be remembered in his will. _ 

In his last days Henry wasr’t’so jol- 
Ty as he hau been. Carl -Jennérjahn 
and his wife found that out. They got 
along with him for twe years and then 
got off the job. 

They are the leaders among these who 
now threaten to assail Koene’s will. 

Property Is Offered, 

“I'm lonesome and I need someone 
to take care of me,”’ said Keene te Jen- 
nerjahn, after his brether, Herman, died. 
i**You bring your wife and live at my 
house and I’ll will you my property.”’ 

The offer was accepted. A few days 
llater Koene summoned Justice Knoop to 
his home and had thé will drawn with 
the Jennerjahns as beneuciaries. It wag 
witnessed by City Marshal Lingeber and 
|Policeman Becker, and it was put in 
Koene’s big iron chest for safe keeping. 

For two years the heirs-to-be toiled 
for the last of the Jolly Kings. It wasn’t 
ig pleasantest job in the world. Koene 





at times was Irritable and when they 
‘asked him for a little ready money he 
would say: 

“Don’t worry about that. Just keep 
your minds on the will. This will all be 
yours some day.”’ 

Will Is Destroyed. 

But at last there was a bitter quar- 
rel. Koene, in his anger, tore up the 
| will and the Jannerjahns were turned 

adrift, their dream of fortune gone and 

no chance to collect back salary. 
Koene tried other servants, paying 
‘them always with will prospects instead 
of coin, but he could find none to suit 
him. 
A year ago he called Druggist Busch- 
}mann to his home and said: 
| “Te you and your wife will look after 
| me I'll put you in my will. I’m 70 and I 
lean’t last long. All you've got to do 
i: fo stick to the job until I shuffle off. 
Then everything I have is yours.” 

The Buschmanns stuck. Koene dfed 
a week ago and the will naming them 
as heirs was probated Thursday. 

Jennerjahn is now employed as a jan- 
itor. He says it is a better job than 
dealing in futures with an old man’s 
will as the only hope of profit.

GLICKMAN AS SOLOMON 





Sadie Robinson Presents Shee- 
ba as a Blonde, Thus De- 
fying Tradition. 





Why the play presented Tuesday af- 
ternoon at the Century by the Glickman 
company of Yiddish players is called 
‘Queen Sheba” is not clear. To be sure, 
a blonde Queen Sheba is on the boards 
during the play, but she is not the 
principal character. The plot could 
be nicely developed without her pres- 
ence. Even King Solomon is not as 
important in the play as is his sister, 
Naomi, whom he puts to a test in order 
to prove the truth of his verse declaring 
that ‘“‘out of a thousand women, not one 
is virtuous." 

The author of the plece, Mr. Jacoby, 
never tires of repeating the verse which 
is so libelous to the mothers, sisters and 
daughters of men. If he does not get 
tired of it, the audience does. The play 
is poor in dramatic incident and interest, 
and, as for the staging, it is ridiculous. 
In one instance a painting of George 
Washington and some crosses decorate 
the room of Princess Naomi, sister of 
King Solomon. 

The jokes and songs were very coarse, 
at times offensive enough to make one 
wish for a stage censor. 

The actors did much better at Tues- 
day’s matinee than on Monday. There 
is one fault most Yiddish actors. seem 
to have in common. _ It is their attempt 


‘|}to speak German, while being supposed 


to use only Yiddish. There are two 
reasons why this should not be done. 
One is that they should present a Yid- 
dish play in plain Yiddish, and the 
other is that they can not speak Ger- 
man. They only appear ridiculous in 
trying to do so. 

Glickman, as King Solomon. forgot 
his lines several times, but on the whole 
did fairly well. Anna Schoenholz as Na- 
omi did well. Her Oriental poses were 
graceful and not exaggerated. She 
looked the part. Morris Schwartz as 
Benoir, the General, played the part 
smoothly. Achiezer and Eva, two shep- 
herds, played by H. Cohen and Mathilda 
Finkelstein, danced a peasant dance 
very gracefully. Sadie Robinson as 
Queen Sheba showed a lack of power 
and understanding of her part. Joe 
Oberlander as a guard was clever in 
an absurd role. 

For the good of the Yiddish theater 
and for the benefit of the Jews af this 
and other American cities, it is best that 
such plays should not be presented—or 
that they should fail if produced.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—As nearly 
as possible Secretary Metcalf of the 
Navy Department is going to place the 
responsibility for spending the $2,500,000 
for coal for the Pacific cruise of the 
battleship fleet upon the shoulders of 
President Roosevelt. He said today that 
owing to the important legal and politi- 
cal questions involved he wil] not act 
until after consultation with the Presi- 
dent. 

The political question is whether Con- 
gress will sit quietly by and see money 
taken frem the Treasury for what one 
of the naval journals characterizes as a 
“display, of cheap politics and ill-ad- 
vised vainglory.” 

The legal question is whether the pro- 
posed employment of foreign registered 
ships in the transportation of coal from 
one American port to another, in ap- 
parent viviation of the coastwise navi- 
gation laws, is really setting the laws 
of Congress in contempt. 


Must Use Foreign Ships. 

The administration has been advised 
by Attorney-General Bonaparte that the 
discretion vested in tne President for 
using foreign bottoms, rf he thinks the 


rates made by American ships are too 
high, absolves him from the obligation 
in the coastwise law. But if foreign 
Ships are used it will not be a question 
of rates; but of sufficient tonnage and 
promptness. 

ss the fleet Is to go the Pacific foreign 
ships must be employed to carry coal; 
the cruise must be postponed otherwise 
until such time as the limited American 
shipping facilities can move the coal. 

he courts will not intervene in any 
case where discretion is vested in an 
administrative officer, unless it is 
charged that he is influenced by cor- 
ruption or other fraudulent motives. 
None of the protesting American ship 
owners go as far as that. 

Admiral Cowles, chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, said today that from a 
cursorv examination of the bids it is 
evident that not a pound of Welsh coa!

bottoms. 





Calis It an Outrage. 

W. L. Marvin, a representative of 
American shipping interests, gave out 
a statement today in which he said the 
proposed awerd to foreign ships is an 
outrage against American ship owners 


and American sailors and American la- 
borers, because it deprives them of the 
benefits of the protective policy whieh 
this Government applies to.every other 
Aimerican industry. 

He said that the laws governing Amer- 
ican shipping make the cost of operat- 
ing an American ship so high that it 
requires $34,000 a vear more to operate 
an American steam collier than a Brit- 
ish ship of the same capacity.

Kennedy, convicted train robber and 
veteran bandit. Kennedy has served 
one-half of a i7-year sentence in the 


Penitentiary. 

Judge J. T. Neville of Springfield. who 
prestded over the trial of the robbers 
at Hartville, Wright County, in the sum- 
mer of 189%, is one of the petitioners for 
pardon. Another is State Senator Mc- 
David of Springfield, vice-president of 
the Senate. Dr. C. B. Elkins, also of 


Springfield, is awthird. 

They will urge on the Governor that 
Kennedy was unjustly convicted, and 
that evidence has since developed show- 
ing that Kennedy had nothing to do 
with the robbery. This was committed 
Jan. 2, 1899, at Macomb, Wright County, 
© miles south of Springfield, on the 
Kansas City, Fort cott & Memphis 
Railroad, now a part of the Frisco sys- 
tem. 

Kennedy maintained at the time of 
his arrest and since his conviction that 
he took no part in the crime. He ad- 
mitted that he knew the robbery was 
to take place. 

Was an Engineer. 

Kennedy, formerly a locomotive engi- 
neer, was, for nearly five years before 
his conviction. a leader of lawless men, 
whose repeated crimes in the territory 
around Kansas City kept up for that 
section the reputation which Jesse 
James and the Youngers earlier gave it. 

Arrested repeatedly on suspicion of 
having taken leatling parts in these 
robberies, he always escaped, usually 
by introducing an alibi. He came to 
have a reputation among his fellow- 
criminals «s the “lucky” bandit who 
would never be convicted. . 

A native of the “Cracker Neck"’ dis- 
trict near Kansas City, he went West 
as a young man and learned railroad- 
ing on the Southern Pacific. After he 
became an engineer he was suspected 
of connivance at a train robbery in Cali- 
fornia, and left the country hurriedly. 
He next appeared in Tennessee at about 
the time of a train rebbery and was 
shot in the neck during a pursuit. 


Suspected of Robbery. 
In the summer of 1896 he returned to 
his home near Kansas City. The first 
‘Sob of which be was suspected there 


was the robbery of an Alton train at 
Blue Cut, Oct. 23, 1896. Only $3800 was 
taken from the express car in this raid. 
Exactly two months later the robbery 
was repeated at the same place, 
$32,000 was taken. After the second 
robbery Kennedy was locked up in the 
Jackson County Jail, having been be- 
trayed by a woman to whom he had in- 
trusted his revolvers.

On the night of Dec. 8, 1897, Miss 
Emma Schumacher was murdered by 
two masked robbers m her grocery 
stcre in Kansas City. ‘ne police could 
not find Kennedy then nor after the 
robber’ three weeks later, of a Pitts- 
burg & Gulf train almost within the 
city limits. 

He was found Jan. 2%, 
conscious in the street, 
been thrown from horseback. He had 
on a black mask and false whiskers, 
and carried a lantern covered with red 
flannel, a revolver and 4 rifle. When he 
recovered consciousness and was asked 
what robbery had been prevented by 
his mishap, he said he was “only going 
quail hunting.” This gave him a nick- 
name which stuck. He was arrested on 
suspicion of the murder of Miss Schu- 
macher and the latest robbery, but was 
admitted to bail. 

After one more robbery had _ been 
committed on the Missouri Pacific, in 
which the police sought unsuccessfully 
to implicate Kennedy, the bandit, who 
had become a noted public character 
in Kansas City, announced that he was 
going to retire to his “farm in Texas.
